In most of the Greek nouns and adjectives in -fin, -fins, and 
-#05 ( fi is a radical element. But that a number of them contain a 
suffix has been recognized by several scholars, e. g. Lobeck Prole- 
gomena 285 ff.; L. Meyer Vergl. Gram. 2, 244 ff.; Curtius Gr. Etym. 5 
465, 585 ff., the last two taking -/&>? as the equivalent of -po<s, a 
view which needs no comment at the present day. These words 
form a group of exceptional difficulty, most of them being of infre- 
quent occurrence and obscure etymology, and not falling under 
any recognized type. They are not discussed in any of the recent 
accounts of Indo-European or Greek word-formation. 

There seems to have been an Indo-European suffix -g%o-, but 
it must have been rare. See Brugmann Grundr. 2. I 2 , 506. Of the 
few forms occurring in several languages and pointing to an Indo- 
European -gXo-, the only certain example in Greek is rv/t/So? 
"mound," identical with Ir. tomm "hill," Skt. tungas "high," beside 
Corcyr. tv^.o?, Lat. tumulus, etc. 

The Indo-European suffix -bo- is somewhat more important for us. 

Niedermann, IF. Anz. 19, 32 f., has pointed out its existence in 

XXafios "ei/rpa^j;?," Hesych., Gallic galba " praepinguis," Suet. 

Galb. 3, beside ■xXap.vpal " rpv^axrcu <ypv7ra>aat," Hesych., KexKdSa 

"exult," Pindar, ^Xd/jo? "exulting," Pindar. It appears also in 

fioXfios, Lat. bulbus, Lith. bulbe", Skt. balba-jas{l) , beside Lat. bulla, 

Lith. bulls "buttock," Skt. bulls "pudendum muliebre" (cf. Walde, 

who thinks that our words are due to reduplication). A third 

certain example is rvpfin, avpfin, Lat. turba, OIsl. por-p "crowd," 

etc., from the root tuer- "turn, whirl." See Walde. We shall 

return to this matter below. 

have been accustomed to speak occasionally of a "formative element," I can see no 
necessity of tabooing "prefix," "suffix," or even "infix," which conveniently indicate 
the position of these elements in our current analysis, an analysis which is intended to 
be appropriate to a certain period of linguistic history but to imply nothing as to the 
ultimate origin or composition of these elements ; just as there is no need of rejecting 
"root" simply because the old conception of it as a once independent entity is no 
longer maintained. 
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In the main, however, the Greek suffix -fio-, -y8a-, was due to adap- 
tation. In order to search for the sources of such adaptation we 
shall classify the words in our lists, as far as possible, according to 
meaning, omitting compounds and root-words, except so far as they 
may have contributed to the growth of the suffix. We shall include 
also a few words in -yfr t gen. -/3o?; for, as will appear later in these 
studies, words of this type are nearly all of them connected, by way 
of metaplasm, with words in our lists. 

1. Words denoting sounds. — A number of these are onomatopoetic, 
as /3o'/i/3o? "noise" (cf. eirippo/jifieuTi 8' dieovai, Sappho 2. 11), 
o-To'/t^o? " fiapvr)Xo<i, fiapv<f>0oyyo'; ," Galen Lex. Hipp., and /So'/iySo? 
" noise," ftonfS4<o, etc. Whether the latter is an independent creation 
or an inherited form cognate with Lith. bambkti, OB. bqbinu, Skt. 
bambharas, etc. (cf. Boisacq), makes no difference for our present 
purpose. Perhaps we have another case of onomatopoeia in Xdrpayfr 
" veros," Hesych. (that the stem contains /3 is shown by the related 
forms \arpa@6<;, etc. ; cf . below p. 334) . On the model of such words 
as these were formed other words in -/3o? denoting sounds, in some 
of which the part before the suffix is onomatopoetic. Thus we have 
oTofios "a loud noise" beside ororol, ototv^co (cf. L. Meyer Gr. 
Etym. 1. 513 f., and Prellwitz) ; ot«/3o? "rdpaxos," E. M., apparently 
a variant for the preceding; apaf3o<; "gnashing or chattering of the 
teeth" beside apdyBnv, apay/ios, apa8o<; (cf. Prellwitz); Kova/3o<; 
"a ringing, din" beside icavaxn "the clang of metal," r)ucav6<; 
"6 akeicTpvmv," Hesych., Goth, hana "cock," Lat. cano, etc. (cf. 
Hirt Ablaut 92); 06pvfio<; "shout" (of a crowd) beside dpdos 
"speech," dpeofiat "to shout" (of women), 0pv\o<; "a muttering" 
(cf. L. Meyer Gr. Etym. 3, 463, Prellwitz s. v. ffpeofiai), crrpi/3o<; 
"a sharp cry" beside o-rpii;, a night bird, Herodian 1. 396. 26, 
Theognostus in Cram. An. 2.41, 221, (rrpiyf;, a night bird, Herodian 
ibid., Lat. strix "screech-owl," strideo, etc. 

/coVra/to?, *oWa^o? belongs here if it originally denoted the 
splash of the wine as it was thrown into the bowl. The word may be 
connected with /crf<r<ro? "a box on the ear," Koa-ai^ofaai, xorreiv 
"rirwreiv, Boparelv," Hesych., kotto<; "a die," kotti&v. See 
Lobeck Prolegomena 285. 

The etymology of a@a "97 £07?," Hesych., is unknown. Lobeck's 
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(Rhem. 11) connection with avco "shout" (from *a-iu-io: Lat. 
iubilum, etc.; see Boisacq s. v., avr&o), on the supposition that /8 
stands for f , is quite impossible. Perhaps, however, the a- of both 
words should be identified. 

In the case of <£\oto-/3o? meaning as well as etymology is uncertain. 
Cf. Anton Goebel Zeitschrift filr Gymnasialwesen, 1855, 540, and 
Lexilogus zu Homer 1, 488 f. The usual modern interpretation 
"noise, roar" is at least as old as the time of Dionysius Thrax, who 
cites (pXolafios (12, p. 42 Uhlig) as an imitation of a sound. Hesy- 
chius, on the other hand, defines <p\oio-fios as "rdpaxos, a<pp(k, 
Tapa^j" and the compound iroXvffyXoicrftoio as "■7ro\vTapd%ov, 
7ro\u«tz^jTOU." 

In Homer the simple word is used of the fighting line in battle, 
and is currently supposed to mean "the battle din" (L. & S.). 
Appropriate as such a phrase is in modern warfare, or even in earlier 
contests between large bodies of men, it is not an appropriate way 
to distinguish the comparatively few Homeric irp6p.a%oi from the 
■n-XrjOik behind them. In fact, it is fair to suppose that the latter 
was the noisier division of the two, because of its greater numbers 
and greater leisure. And yet this is precisely the application of 
^Xowr/So?, for example, in II. 20. 377: 

dAAa Kara irXrfivv re kxu in <j!>A.o«r/8<HO Se'8e£o. 

A word meaning "wave, surge" would be perfectly appropriate in 
such a context. The compound is merely an ornamental epithet, 
and so we cannot draw a conclusive argument from the context in 
which it occurs. But there is one passage in which the meaning 
"billowy" is more suitable than the current "loud-roaring." In 
Od. 13. 85 we read in connection with the voyage of the Phaeacians: 

Kvfux 8' omaOev 
irop<j>vp€ov jue'v" 1 ^ € iro\v<j>\oC<T/3oio OaXamrrfi. 

But the waves are noisy only along shore. Similarly the meaning 
"wave" is somewhat more natural than the meaning "roar" in 
<j>\ourfiov fiera kottov Ka6rjp.evoi<; "as they sat resting after buffeting 
the waves," Soph. fr. 438 Nauck. 

Still it must be admitted that the current interpretation is possible 
everywhere, and Dionysius Thrax is a better, because an earlier, 
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witness than Hesychius. If we adopt the meaning "wave," we 
may connect <p\oio-fio<; with Lat. fiuo <*fluvo (cf. fluvidus Lucr., 
etc.) * on the basis of I-E. *bhloizg}i-. Without the labio-velar suffix 
we have Lat. flustra "calm sea," Skt. bhresas "wavering, tottering," 
bhresati "waver." On the other hand, if <f>\oia@o<; means "roar," 
we can hardly do better than follow Dionysius Thrax in calling the 
word onomatopoetic. 

The suffix -fio<s in words denoting sound gave rise to a very 
important group of words connected with the related cults of Demeter 
and Dionysus. The starting-point in this development was furnished 
by the word iafi0o<;. There are several considerations which go to 
show that the idea of "lampoon," which in later times often attached 
to this word, did not originally belong to it. The earliest trace of the 
word is in the Homeric hymn to Demeter, where the girl whose 
jests cheered the mourning goddess is named 'Idfifir). The earliest 
occurrence of ta/u/So? itself is in Archilochus fr. 28 Crusius: 

koi /x' ovt' Idfifiwv ovre Ttpwwkemv /xekti, 

where the parallelism between Idfifiav and TepvaXetov is significant. 
The later connotation of the word came from the use which Archil- 
ochus made of his iambics. Cf. Capps Homer to Theocritus, p. 156. 
So we may safely reject the old etymology from Idirrm (recently 
supported by L. Meyer Gr. Etym. 2, 7), in favor of one almost dia- 
metrically opposed to it: it is a derivative of laivw "warm, cheer. " 2 
Exactly the required meaning of the verb is found, for example, in 
the following passages:

0piafifio$, a hymn to Dionysus sung in a procession, is clearly 
connected with dpiaaif " poetic rapture " and dpidfyo " be in poetic 
rapture." Unless we may assume that there was once a verb 
*6piaiv(o, we must ascribe the nasal in the suffix to the influence of 
iap.fio<s, a word which Hesychius uses to define Opiafifto?. 

Brugmann, Gr. Gramm. 3 114, suggests that the first syllable of 
hldvpan^of may be related to Skt. githa "song," Lith. pra-gysti 
"begin to sing." The second element is 8plap.fio<s, as suggested by 
Wilamowitz Eurip. Heracl. 1, 63. ' *8i-dpiap,/3o<; became Sidvpa/ifios 
partly by dissimilation and partly through the influence of a number 
of cult words containing the sound-group 0v-, as 6vco and its deriva- 
tives, 6va0\a " implements of Bacchic orgies," 0vta? "bacchante," 
dvho "be inspired" and, in particular, dvpaos with its compounds 
and derivatives. 

For the sake of completeness we may mention Pratinas' epithet 
of Dionysus, dpiafifioSidvpafifios "whose 8i0vpafifio<; is a fyua/uySo?" 
or "celebrated in Qpiafifios and Sidvpapfio*;." %piafi$o<; and Aidv- 
pafiftos, as names of Dionysus, are very likely abbreviations of this 
compound. Another name of Dionysus, ascribed to Pindar, is 
Avdipafifios or Av0ipap,(io$, in allusion to the cry of Aio? tikto- 
p.ivov, "Xvdi pd/ipa." If we read -$o?, according to the best manu- 
script authority, the word has pretty certainly been influenced by 
SiOvpa/jL^o 1 ;. 

Schulze, Gott. Gel. Am., 1896, p. 240 fn., finds another name of 

Dionysus in *Eva/i/3o? which he assumes as the basis of Eva/i/3ew, 

the name of a mythical ruler of Maronea in Crete (Diod. Sic. 5. 172. 

Edd. amend IZvafifiel to 'Evdvffei). He derives *Ewa^/3o? from the 

cry evdv, and the last syllable of the word must be our suffix. 

i Wilamowitz, however, writes dipa/ifios, alluding, I suppose, to thyrambus in 
Ennodius Carm. 1. 7. 66 ; 2. 109. 1. This is an abbreviation of Sift)po/i/3os, very likely 
originated by Ennodiua himself. 
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iOv/ifios, a jesting scurrilous poem in honor of Dionysus, and the 
performer who recited it, is clearly formed from Idv-^aWof or some 
similar word on the model of ?a/a/3o?, Opiafi^of, etc. See Prellwitz. 

2. Names of animals. — A number of the onomatopoetic words 
in our lists are names of animals formed in imitation of their cries. 
Hesychius' ftrjfirjv irpoficnov is obviously the same as @rj /St), the cry of 
sheep, Cratinus 2. 40 (5) Meineke ; cf . Ar. fr. 562 Blaydes. pdp<$a, an 
insect, Tzetzes, goes just as closely with /5o'/u/3o? "noise." The 
scholiast on Ar. Av. 262 Dind. comments on KuacajSav- t<x? y\avica<; 
ovtco (fxovclv Xeyovcrtv, odev ical Ki/c/ca/Sa? avTa<i Xeyovcriv. Hesychius' 
/a'«i//3o? and kikvuos are variants of this. KaKtcd^n "ire'pSil;," is also 
imitative; cf. the verbs «a/c«a£a> and Kaicicafii£a. KOKicofia "<y\avf;," 
Hesych., is apparently onomatopoetic, and ydpafio? "o\o\i/7oiz>," 
Hesych., may be also. 

On the model of these words, augmented by <TTpop,f$o<; in its 
secondary meaning "snail," were formed a number of animal names 
with formative -/3j?, -/3?i9, -/So?. 1 o-qpafifios, a kind of beetle, Hesych., 
is probably related to (reavpa "show the teeth, grin," arjpayi; "cave, 
hollow." /eapa/So? "horned beetle" and "sea cray-fish," is related 
to K7]pa<f>i<!, a kind of locust. Kpdfio<; "6 Xapos," Hesych., and 
icapd/ifi-ios, an insect, Arist. Hist. An. 5. 98, may come from the 
same base. #a\a/3a? and acncdXafios " spotted lizard " are probably 
related to Kd\a<j>o<;, Hesych., and a<T/cd\a<j>o<; "owl." e/ea/Sji "sow," 
might be from the low grade of eicmv " willing " as seen in *ev-feica, 
iueica, e/cdepyos, etc. (see especially Brugmann IF. 17, 1 ff.), but 
see below, p. 337, on 'E/cdfir). <f>d\fia'i " <£a\to'?,'' Epiphanius, belongs 
here unless it is borrowed from a western source (cf . OE. fealu, Ital. 
falbo, OFr. falve) . xi}pd\i{Sr), a kind of mussel, is derived from %npa- 
pfc, a kind of mussel. XVP^t gen. -/So? " crab " (cited by Prellwitz 
without reference) seems to be related to XVP "hedgehog." See Prell- 
witz. 7/W/3J? is a modification of yp*ty, -wo? under the influence of 
our suffix (otherwise Fick KZ. 42. 288) . Probably we have a similar 
development in 4>dty, -/So?, Aesch., +, beside <f>drra, <f>daaa, Ar., +, 
although <pdyfr is quotable from an earlier author, and the two forms 

1 The possibility is also to be recognized that in some cases -j3os may represent an 
inherited variation of -<f>os, i. e., suffix -bho-, which is especially frequent in names of 
animals.

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were used to distinguish two varieties of the bird. Similarly icfjfios 
"monkey," Arist., is probably a modification of «r)7ro?. Strab., 
Diod. Sic, +, in spite of their respective dates. The etymology of 
Cretan icofifia "icopmvw" Hesych., and Kvpfin, a bird, Emped., 
Hesych., is obscure. Osthoff's discussion of the former (BB. 29, 
266 f.) is not convincing, although he is very likely right in thinking 
that o is a graphical representation of U as distinct from Attic v; 
i. e., the two words should very likely be identified. They may con- 
tain our suffix. Other obscure words are crovfio 1 ; and acrfio<s, names 
of animals, but not identified; x"PP a fiw ipvii rt? iroi6<s, Hesych.; 
Xepfid "tick," Lex. MS; and aTreXafios, a kind of locust without 
wings. The Ion. arreXe/So? and the gloss arraXoySos " gryllis " may 
be due to assimilation in different directions, but very likely the 
word is borrowed, possibly from the Semitic (cf. Lewy Sem. Fremd- 
worter 17). 

3. Names of plants. — Plant names are less numerous in our list, 
but several of them seem to show a suffix in /8. The model was set 
by the inherited jSoXjSo'? (see p. 326) , and the root-nouns o-Tot/877 and 
Kpdfifiv, and the compounds of the latter, together with the difficult 
word opofios "bitter-vetch," epefZ-ivdos "chick-pea" beside Lat. 
ervum, OHG. araweiz, NHG. erbse. The last-mentioned words may 
go back to an I.-E. *6rogV;o-, *4rogiho- (see Walde; with labio-velar 
suffix?), or they may have been borrowed at a very early period 
from some common source (see Kluge Worterb.* 97). 

The clearest instance of a labial suffix in the name of a plant is 
to'/9a?- /coXa/io? irapa Kpvaiv, Hesych., doubtless the same variety of 
which Theophrastus, Hist. Plant. 4. 11. 11, says: "I&o? Be /cat 6 
Tofyicbs 6v Bi) KpvriKov Tives tcaXovcriv oXiyoyovaTOS fiev aapicwSecnepos 
Be Trdvrmv /cat fidXicrra Kafi-^iv Sexpfievos /cat oX«? ayetrOai Bvvdfievo<s 
a? av deXy ti? 6epp,aiv6fievo<;. to'/3a?, then, is synonymous with 
Toft/w>6, and is derived from to? "arrow." 

a/coXvPo? "6 io-Oiofievo; /8oX/3o?," Hesych., is related to <Tic6Xvfio<s 
"an edible thistle." Both words may come from crtceXXco "dry, 
parch." o-i'XXv/So?, aiX(X)vftov "an edible thistle" may be con- 
nected with <rtXXo? "lampoon," ai>aVtXXo? "pompadour," Skt. 
k§velaii "dance" (Prellwitz). 0-1'XXv/So? would thus be "jumper" — 
an apt enough name for the thistles that go bouncing over the 
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prairies before the autumn winds. Whether it fits this variety of 
thistle, I do not know. «awa/3o? " hemp " is a variant of icdvvafii<: 
under the influence of icdwn "reed" and the suffix -/So?. The late 
8pvp,@n and Opvtifios for 0vfifipa and 8vfifipo<; show the influence of 
the suffix, as does aTvftv = a-nmn in CGL, if it is authentic. 

o-Topfio<;, the name of a certain tree, is certainly borrowed. Other 
names of plants — probably most of them loan-words — are hpdfiv, 
evrvfiov, Korvfir)- to (pvo/xevov e^e/ae? (jlvktjti, Hesych., the glosses, 
fipovfin "Xdyavov" icaicovftat "uniones" in a list of vegetables, the 
three Hesychian words for pomegranates, ai\fiai, gtfificu, pififiai, 
icdfifioi "myrtle berries," and hype'/caffo? "ora^vXT?," Lex. MS. 

We may mention here two words for prepared grain, which may 
owe their suffix to those of the above-named plants that formed 
articles of food. /co'Wa/So?, a sort of bread, is akin to k6\\i%, icoXkvpa, 
a coarse sort of bread. Somewhat closer to the latter in form is 
ic6\{X)v{ia "boiled wheat" and "small round cakes." KoXfia is a 
late form of ic6\(\)vfia which is cited from the dialect of Euchaita in 
Asia Minor. 

hrtrdfin "caseus equinus" may have been influenced by the last- 
mentioned words, but we might with almost equal propriety include 
it in the fifth class. Here may be mentioned also 0I/S09 in a list 
of eatables, Lucian Lexiph. 3, which is possibly derived from oh 
" sheep. " The meaning given in the lexicons, " a piece of meat from 
the back of an ox's neck," goes back to the notes of Guyet and 
Bourdelot, who ascribe it to Pollux. The latter, however, seems not 
to mention the word. 

4. Adjectives denoting bodily imperfections and disagreeable personal 
characteristics. — Niedermann, IF. Am. 19, 32 f., has called attention 
to a group of Greek adjectives in -y8o? denoting bodily imperfections. 
He thinks they concain I-E. -60s, basing his argument upon 
XKafios "fat": Gallic galba (see above p. 326), and a number of bo- 
stems with similar meaning in the related languages. He points 
out that v/3o5 cannot contain I-E. git, as that would become 7 after v. 
But perhaps vfto<; is not an inherited form; its etymology is unknown. 

While it is possible that other Indo-European derivatives beside 
X\afio<; are contained in the group, we cannot trace the type to that 
source alone. In several of the words jS represents radical b or gt , 
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and others certainly originated in Greek itself. In spite of its com- 
posite origin the group is remarkably homogeneous both in meaning 
and in form; for all the words are oxytone, except the Aeolic pv/3o?. 
/3 is a radical element in dpefifios 1 "fat," CGL., beside rpeifxo, and 
<7T/)ay8o5 "squinting" beside o-TpeflXos, arpo/3o<;, Lat. strebula 
(Walde); and in aicafifids "bow-legged" beside <r/caji» "limp," Skt. 
khanjas "lame," khanjati "limp" (Prellwitz). y8 probably belongs 
to the root in paifi(fc "bow-legged" beside Goth, wraiqs "bent." 
o-ta/tfios "^m\o9," Hesych., is a contamination of a-yea/n/So? and 
ctkittcov "staff." 

We have a fully developed suffix in x a @°* "bent," Hesych., 
beside %a\i6<i "bent," Hesych., and in /coAo/3o? "maimed" beside 
koXos "curtailed." ic\afif36<; "mutilated" is apparently related to 
the last-mentioned words and Ko\d£<o, tc6\a<rt<;, etc. Aeolic /5v/3o? 
"bow-legged" is poiicds made over on the model of our words. 
/3v/3o'<?, /3ouySo9 2 "big" show the stem of /3ow in the same sense in 
which it appears in /3ou-/3p»ar« " ravenous appetite " and /3ovydio<; 
"braggart." For the form of the first word compare 7r/>eer/3v? and 
see Bloomfield AJP. 29, 78 ff. 

There remain two words which denote unpleasant personal 
characteristics which are not physical. \i/i/36<; "gluttonous," 
Hesych., has radical $ (cf. \eifia> Lat. libo). XarpaPv; u \afivpw," 
Hesych., is related to several other Hesychian glosses, Xdrpayfr 
"veTOs" (onomatopoetic, see above p. 327) , Xarpd^eiv " fiapfiapOZeiv? 
\ctTpa/3&v u aka^ovev6fievo&" Xarpafti^eiv "iaTrovSa&nevwi teal 
aa-rjfiaK \a\eiv," iXarpaftifrv to ^mfioXo^evetv ical 7ravovpyeiv 
XaTpafiifev e\eyop. Apparently the development of meaning was 
as follows: I, "rainy;" II, "talking like a rainstorm," i. e., rapidly 
or unintelligibly (e<nrovha<r /aeW> teal ao-rj/MD?, ftapftaptfriv) ; III, 
"talking much;" IV, "wanton, insolent." 

5. Other derogatory words. — There are several substantives in 
-0o<; and -/St;? of similar meaning to the foregoing adjectives. \»/3d9 3

'The meaning "\u/3t)t<s," E. M. 570. 37, is coined to explain Xi£/3jj, 
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the Byzantine word for " leper," corresponds with the type in mean- 
ing and accent. It does not contain a suffix, but the adjectives in

mology, /uarra/So?, fiaTTa^rp; beside p-drr), fidrrjp, fiardco, p,draio<! 
(the gemination originated in the vocative, as often in proper 
names), <x#>?9? a/3d<; was perhaps derived from drrj "delusion" in 
some dialect which retained that word in common use. Cf. Her- 
werden. ayakfids "aKpaTrjs," Hesych., is obscure. KaKof3a<!- eirl 
kuko) rjKCDv, Hesych., may contain the suffix, or it may be a root- 
noun (cf. Frankel KZ. 42, 262). ayo/809 " aKevo^opot, ^opnjyo?," 
Hesych., is from dym; in view of the usual force of the suffix it is safe 
to say that the word has a contemptuous force. The same considera- 
tion applies to fiapifia*} "boatman," from /3a/w, a flat-bottomed 
boat, pap, fids "6 ST/fim" i.e., "executioner," Hesych., is derived 
from paim "shatter," paivw "scatter." For the connection between 
the two verbs compare Prellwitz. Note the parallelism between 
Od. 9. 458 f.:

Kapd/A@a<; "/kt/SSo9 7rot^ewtf??9," Hesych., comes from *icapa-panfta<i 
"head-smasher," and it may originally have involved a personifica- 
tion. %r)pdp,$r) "xvp&v oif*7;/i.a," Hesych., may originally have been 
a contemptuous synonym for xvP a "widow," and have got its 
recorded meaning by way of metonymy. Possibly okio-fir) "airdrri," 
Hesych., is an abstract from *a\to73o9 or *aXw7y8jj9 "cheat" (from 
6\i(r8dvw1 cf. 0W/809 below, p. 337). a:v/Sj?9 "«i;/Setm?9," Hesych., 
does not contain a suffix, but it is the result of metaplasm probably 
due to our words of contempt. 

The derogatory adjectives and substantives referring to persons 
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led to the use of the suffix for objects of little value. 1 tcticicafiiK, a 
coin used in Hades, with its derivative Kuacdftivop " iXdxi<rroy, 
ovSev," Hesych., comes from /a'/e/eo? "the membrane about pome- 
granate grains," used figurativi.lv to indicate worthlessness (ciccum 
non interduim, Plaut. Rud. 580) ; cf . English, " It isn't worth a 
straw." icvXXafioi "black eye"(?), Hesych., comes from icvXa, 
KvXia, the parts about the eye, particularly when bruised, Hesych. 
(Lobeck Prolegomena 286). Kavvdftn "shed, booth" is a derivative 
of Kavvt) "reed," originally indicating the material (Lobeck loc. cit.). 
apdfirj "noxa, damnum," Erotian Lex. Hipp., may belong with 
pdaaa, apdcraa "strike, dash." o-riftr) is a variant for the loan-word 
arinfic, a material from which was made a pigment for women's 
eyelids, etc. The influence of the suffix is apparent, epvatfin " the 
rust on grain" may be etymologically connected with epevdos 
"flush," etc. (see Solmsen KZ. 38, 442, and references), in which 
case it contains the suffix -fir]; but the Rhodian variants, ipvOifiv, 
Strabo, and 'E/>e0i>-to? IG. 12. 1. 730, and the glosses, 'Epvaiftr)- 
Ar)/JirJTr)p nrapa TopyovCois. ean Be 717)0? tw 'Epfuo irora/iq), Etym. 
Gud., and 'Epedvfjuo<;, 6 'AttoXXwv iraph Avkiok, Hesych., indicate 
that the word has been borrowed from one of the languages of Asia 
Minor. 

6. Words of obscene content. — A well-defined group of derogatory 
substantives consists of words of obscene content. Aside from the 
two preceding types, they have been influenced by such compounds 
as *iieaoTpifia<; "masturbator" (whence Blaesus got the title for his 
play, MecroT/)i)3a?), xoipoOXity, Tropvorpiyjr, and x ol P° r P l ' y l r i and by the 
8-stems /caaakfids, aofids, and T/st/3a?. We shall keep the personal 
nouns separate from the others. icwXafioi "Xdaravpot," Hesych., 
were named from koXov "the great gut." The question whether we 
should read KoXafiol in Hesych. depends for its answer, on the one 
hand, upon tne date at which the pronunciation k&Xov, often 
reflected in our manuscripts, became current, and, on the other, upon 
the date of the word under discussion. o-u/3os "Xdyvos," Hesych., 
is derived from cw; for the underlying idea, cf. kicdfir) "sow" 

1 But for names of concrete objects it is even more difficult to judge just where a 
derogatory force, the notion of insignificance, is actually present as an essential factor ; 
and several of the following examples might perhaps better have been placed in our 
miscellaneous eighth group, below, p. 340. 
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from e/c(»i>(?), and %otpo? "pudenda muliebria." vv(uf>6fia<; 
" nymphas iniens " may contain the suffix, or it may be a root-noun 
(cf. Frankel KZ. 42. 362). /caX^/So? "eunuch," Hesych., if a modi- 
fication of the equivalent /SawTjXo?, shows the effect of the suffix. 
Kovpfia "meretrix," in Byzantine and modern Greek, probably comes 
from Latin curva by way of Byzantine Kovpftrj " arch of the saddle." 
Perhaps our words furnished some support for the metaphor. 

o-dpafto<s "pudenda muliebria" is derived from o-dptov Xdyvos. 
rive; Se to ywaiiceiov, Heysch. craped ll der<f>v<;" Hesych., comes from 
o-ali/a, primarily used of a dog in the sense of "wag the tail." That 
the word had other forces than this and the derived "fawn, beguile" 
appears from I Thess. 3:3, and particularly from Hesych., o-alverai- 
Kiveirai, aaXeverai, Tapdrrerai,, where Kivelrai very likely means 
"crisat," like its compound in, ttjp 6o-<f>vv aveKivrjaev, Alciphron 
4. 13. 12. On the semantic development, cf. the use of irvytf in the 
sense of ovpd, EM. 513. 14. o-apfid, then, originally meant "coxae 
crisantis." 8\io-fio<; "penis coriaceus" was formed on the base of 
6\io-ffdvm "slide," oXurdos " slipperiness," etc. aicaXaOvpfia (MS 
aicaKaddpfta) is one of a group of difficult words in Hesychius. 
I suggest that we read and interpret thus:

The verb occurs in the second meaning in Ar. Eccl. 611. Finally we 
have two more Hesychian words of uncertain etymology, \6nftai 
" ij)d\T}Te<; ," used also to designate certain priestesses who used them, 
and \o/i/3ow- tow aveaKoXufifievow . The words may be radically 
akin to Latin lumbus, OE. lenden, etc. 

7. Proper names. — A number of words in classes 1 to 6 were used 
as personal or tribal names with contemptuous force, often with 
some change of form such as recessive accent, consonant gemination, 
or change of stem from -/3o? to -#17? . The words for sounds are 
represented by Bo>/3o?, Korrafios and KoW/3o?. From the animal 
names we have 'Aa-*a\a/3o? " lizard," Kdpafios " horned beetle," and 
2waM/3°? "beetle." But 'Eicdpv (also Fa«a/3a with vowel assimila- 
tion as in Attic 'A/raSijjto?, Kretschmer Vaseninschriften 21; J. 
Schmidt KZ. 32, 355) is hardly from eKafiv "sow," in spite of Schol. 
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Eur. Hec. 3. If eicdfir) is not merely a figment, it is more likely a 
late appellative use of the proper name, which is probably the 
hypocoristic form of eicdfioXos, etf7//3o'Xo?, derived at a time when 
this latter was still *e«a/3o'Xo5 (Baunack Studien 1,286, Brugmann 
IF. 17, 3). /8oX/3o? appears in Bo'X/So?, 1 Bd\#ij?, and, if this is a 
Greek word, Bo'X/Sj;, the name of a lake in Macedonia. Ko'XXa/805 
goes with /eo'XXa/3o5, a kind of bread, rather than with either of the 
other homonyms. From the fourth class we have Xa/8/805, Xa/3?7?, 2 
Xa/3a5 beside xa/3o'?, 'Pat/805 beside pcufifc, 'Pv/80?, the name of a 
Thessalian, beside Aeolic pv/805, B<»/3o'? " lame," and KoXo/3o? beside 
/eoXo/80'5. The Ko'X(o)/3oi were a people of Ethiopia. The Btftai, 
inhabitants of Bt5/3i75 in Epirus, may have got their name from 
/3u/3o? "big," as Bot5/3as of Smyrna certainly got his from /8ov/3o'5. 
The derogatory substantives are represented by Ko'pot/3o5 "fool," 
A/3a?, v A/3(/3)a "fool" (if they are really Greek names), Kiipi)/3o? 
" brawler," and "Ayafios, a variant of 070/805 ( ? ) . Kv/805, the name of 
an Ionic colony near Carthage, may have got its name from kv@t)<; 
"gambler" (or from /cu/805 "die") by way of an edviicov, *Kvy3ot. 
2v8a5 means "lustful." 2apa/ti/8o5 is either a variant for 2apa/3o5 
from <rdpafio<; "pudenda muliebria" or a parallel derivative from 
adpav "Xayvo?." 

The same unpleasant connotation is contained in Aa/3a5 Theoc- 
ritus 14. 24 (he is the father of Av«o5, who has captured Aeschines' 
sweetheart), 'E/3e^/Sot, a mythical people (cf. epe/805), 2t/oo'/m/3o5 
"top" (i. e. "dancer," Fick-Bechtel, p. 331), lTpolj3o<} (cf. orpoififo 
"Stw5," Hesych.), Ko'/>u/m/3o5 "top4ofty," Ko'o-v/i/3o5 (from an 
article of clothing), Tovpfios (cf. nip fir); or Lat. turbo f), 2o'/8o5 (cf. 
o-o'/St; "tail"), "Eroftoi, a town in Macedonia (cf. o-to'/3o5 "insults" 
and " boasts ") , Tdpfia, a place on the south coast of Crete. "E/x/3?75 
is from "Efi/3apo^, and that goes with Hesychius' epfiapos- r)\i0io<;, 
(Mopds, rj vovvexv*- MevavSpov &dap,an. Fick-Bechtel, p. 77, think 
that the first explanation is correct; but elsewhere Hesychius says: 
ovk "E/ii/8a/3[o5] el oi> $poi>ei[5]. diro tj?5 'E^t/Sa/jov (ftpovrjcreay;.

The suffix -/3os, -/817, -/877s, is used with derogatory force in "A^a/80? 
(cf . a/817? " fool") , Kapi>a'/3a? (cf . Kapvos " louse," Hesych.) , Kv\apd/3i)$ 
(cf.KuXXapo?, a centaur, and one of Castor's horses), "ATraj3o<s from 
arret, a salutation to elders 1 (cf. "ArraXo?, and see Solmsen BPhW. 
27. 273) , Kdrrafios, in an inscription of the Roman period found at 
Cyrene (cf . /carra " cat ") , Aarra/So? (cf . AaVaf = Korrafiosi) , Tdrra/3o<; 
(cf. rdrra = drrd) J and Afryo/3o? from cut; (unless it is an abbreviation 
for A^o'/SoXo?) . Ko\»;/3a9 goes with ico\r)/3d£a> " eat, drink," perhaps 
from k6\ov "the great gut." 

The Hep(p)cu/3o{ were a people of Thessaly, traditionally con- 
nected with northern Euboea. 3 The name is derived from rrepav, 
irepalo<s. It must have been first used by those who stayed behind in 
Euboea, or else by the natives of Thessaly, before the invaders had 
gained a firm foothold on the mainland. In either case it was 
hardly a friendly name. Hpdo-o-aiftoi, the name of a Thesprotian 
people, is derived from irpda-ov "leek;" cf. Upao-aaloi and Upaaao- 
<f>dyo<;, names of frogs in the Batrachomyomachia, and Hpdcrov, the 
name of a cape on the east coast of Africa. Kepicofia, the name of a 
city in Achaea, seems to be connected with icepico<; "tail." 2wrwp/8a, 
a district in Ephesus, (whence the eponymous Stffv/o/fy) comes from 
o-io-vpa, a cloak of goat's hair. 

In a number of personal names there is no reason, unless it be 
the suffix itself, to suspect a contemptuous tone. KaVra/i/809 (cf. 
Kdao-avSpos) and Kofiftrj (cf. K6/iaiQo<;, Ko/ucw&o) are nicknames. 
Avicdfj,fit)<; stands for a name with \v«o-, perhaps *Avicavl>po$. 
Kv/j.@a<; is translated by Pape-Benseler "ein runder, tiefer Napf ; " 
but as icvfifios seems not to be otherwise used in names, it is better 
to connect Kv/u/Ja? with the names beginning Kvv- and Kwo-. 

J lt ia possible that this name and TdrrajSos should not be classed here. But such 
English words as "Daddy," "Grandpa," when used as nicknames have a depreciatory 
connotation ; and some weight, too, should be given to the prevailing force of the suffix. 

J See Strabo 9. 5, 17, and cf. Pape-Benseler, s. v., and references. The etymology 
comes from Lobeck Prolegomena 288. 
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2t»(7t/3o5 for Scoo-i/Sio? and Tlarpdfias for IIoT/ao'ySto? do not contain 
a suffix. 

Other proper names with a suffix in /3 are Adpafios (cf. \apo<; 
"sweet, pleasant," Adpiaa, the name of several cities, Xapivos, 
Xapivalos "fat"), MovcraySo?, 1 Ne'crra/So? (cf. NeaTO?, a river in 
Thrace, whence the personal names Neo-rotf/aem;?, Neo-T07rypt?, etc. ; 
cf. Fick-Bechtel, p. 215), Kepa/i/3o? (cf. Kepafiew), 'A/3a>/3os- d 
A8a>w5 inrb Tlepyatwv, Hesych. (cf. a/3a>* irpmi. Ad/eaves, Hesych.). 
The Thessalian names To/oi5/t/3o? and To/3v/3/Sa?, like TopvXao?, 
TopvXXa?, and Topv/A/ia?,seem to be akin to the name of the Thespro- 
tian city Topiivn. Probably they are all of them iOviicd with or 
without modification. 'Io'^r;?, a son of Hercules, evidently gets his 
name from his father's arrows. (Otherwise Maas IF. 1.167.) I 
suspect that to's appears also in the names in (f)t°- which Fick- 
Bechtel, p. 129, ascribe to the pronoun piv. The Macedonian name 
Ko'/a/saySo? is probably derived from Koppa "head" with the suffix 
-/So? or -<po<;. See Hoffmann Maked. 144 ff . ; but cf . Solmsen Beitr. 
z. Gr. Wortforschung 151. 

8. Names of ornaments, implements, configurations of the landscape, 
etc. — Of this rather miscellaneous group many words have in common 
the notion of some striking shape, and one possible source is such 
an inherited form as /ev/809. For some the influence of the deroga- 
tory type as applied to insignificant objects may be assumed with 
probability. ow/ea/So?, a bracelet that formed part of the insignia 
of the priest of Cybele, and also the ring of the horse's breastband 
by which to fasten it to the peg on the pole (E. M. 383. 20) , is derived 
from okko? "6<f>0a\/ji6<; ! " Hesych. (cf. English "hook and eye"). 
>cdv(v)afio<;, a wooden figure around which artists molded wax or 
clay, comes from ledvcov, a straight rod or bar, especially to keep a 
thing straight. The occasional spelling with vv is due to the analogy 
of icdvvrj "reed." yiwiSt/3o? is cited by Hesychius as a variant of 
p,d8i(ro<; "St/eeXXa." aakifia "a barbed lance" goes with traXeia, 
o-aXen "vacillating motion," and traXevm "shake;" cf. especially, 
ov !;i(f>e&v aaXerj " no more brandishing of swords," Tryph. 428. With 

^heophanee Chron. 364. 19 de Boor. Perhaps not a Greek name. It belongs to 
the eon of Zuber, tyrant of Abdela in the time of Justinian. Elsewhere (364. 22) 
Theophanes calls him MoiVapos.

y8aj0/3o'9 "nvarpov" Hesych., cf. fiifipdxrica), etc. p.vo/3apl36v, a cup 
shaped like an inverted cone, is commonly connected with Latin 
barba, as though it meant "mouse-beard!" It is at least equally 
probable that it contains /Sa/>/8d?. With avpfUr) "flute-case," Hesych., 
cf . ffvpiyi;. Lucian's Ko\\a@o<: " peg of the lyre " is a modification 
of the earlier tcoWoifr, -•jros, on the analogy of words with our suffix. 
p,e<r(<T)af$ov " yoke thong " from fiecro? contains the suffix in -afios. 
Connection with /Sow (cf. H6\v-/3<k, iroXv-irm, etc.) is unlikely. The 
numerous variants of o^^ot/So? "border or hem of the tunic" 
(e/c<fy>ot/8o?, e«#t/8o?, ox&h/So?, o;j£0g>/8o?, dx^offos) indicate that it 
is a loan-word. If it is really Greek, Prellwitz and L. Meyer Gr. Etym. 
1, 528, may possibly be right in identifying|the first part with oxBos 
"hill, bank." G. Meyer's combination (Gr. Gramm. 298) of 
o-aXa/x/37? "opening, chimney" with 0. N. svdela "smoke," Lith. 
svilti " swell," has little in its favor. 

Xepafios "chasm," Hesych., apparently belongs with x a P < ^P a ^ 
Xapdrro). /copvfiftos "summit," /copvpfii) "hair-pin" stand beside 
Kopv<pi], icopvs, icopvyyeiv, etc. opviifios is recorded by Hesychius as 
a variant of opv/ws • /Sw/nd?, perhaps originally a trench for sacrifice 
to the infernal deities, rather than a raised altar, and so connected 
with opvoffw, opvxy, etc. «o'\\a/9o?, Hesych., the thick skin on the 
necks of oxen, was used to make glue and so was named from icoWa 
"glue" (cf. to'/8a? "/caka/M? rot-ucfc'''' from to?). 

Aside from the religious words in -p-fios (pp. 329-30), and the 
inherited tujijSo? and <£\oto-/3o?(?), nearly all the words with the 
suffix -fty, -£779, -£o? apply to persons or things of little worth or 
dignity, and more than half of them imply disapproval or contempt. 
Many of them are distinctly off color, and nearly all the others are 
of a very homely nature; in other words," the suffix belongs chiefly 
to vulgar language. This is the reason why so many of our words 
occur rarely or not at all in the extant literature. Aside from the 
proper names and the half-dozen dignified words just mentioned, 
about two-thirds of the words containing our suffix have been pre- 
served only by the grammarians, lexicographers, or scholiasts. 

The suffix -/S77, -£779, -fios occurs after various stem-finals. The 
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comparative frequency of words in -o/3o?, etc., deserves mention; we 
have a'70/809, Myofios, l6/3rj<:, 'Io'/S^, «o/eo'^a?( ?), «o««o'/3a, Kepicofia, 
«o\o/3o9, fiovofia'}(?), 'L^w'/So^ ?), 6V0/809, vvfi<j>6f3as( ?). 

The suffix became productive in the extended forms -0/809 and 
-nfios. The history of the former is parallel with that of the suffixes 
-a</>09, -daiov, -a/co9, -a%09, -dBjj<!, -idStj<!, -ados. See Solmsen Beitrdge 
zur griechischen Wortforschung 55. The a originally represented 
the weak form of a nasal stem-final. Thus we have e«a/3?7 beside 
€«wi'(?), /eaVa/809 beside icdvcov, crdpafios beside crdpcov, Kovafios 
beside «az>a%j? and Goth /tana (an n-stem). We may safely derive 
fidrrafios and /u.arra'/8?79 from an w-stem *p,aT(ov, or rather *p,cnr)v 
(the adverb iidrrjv is very likely a stereotyped nominative) . Neo-ra- 
/3o9 may go back to *Ne<rTa>v, and "Ayaftos beside ayofios suggests 
a substantive *aya>v "porter." To these should be added several 
words in -a/3o9 which contain dissyllabic bases showing the same 
a in other derivatives, as /caWa/809 "hemp" : Krdvvafti<;, K&pa.fio<; : 
icrjpacfrfc, ^epa/8o9 : xapdSpa, and possibly some derivatives from 
stems in -a, as "ArTa/809 (arTa), Tarra/Soi (raTTa), Ko'/3/ja/3o9 
(icoppa). Incorrect analysis gave rise to a suffix -0/809 which appears 
in a number of words. We have discussed "A/3a/3o? (a/3»79), «i««a- 
/809 (kikkos) , oiacaflos (okkov}, /eo'A.A.a/809 "loaf" («o\\tf), Ko'Wa/809 
"peg of the lyre" (/eoAAoi/r), /eo'Wa/809 "thick skin" (ko'Wo), 
KvWaftoi (/ct/Xa), icaXafioi (ko'\oz>), /cavvdfir) (/caw?;), Kapz>a/8a9 
(rtrapiw), Aapo/809 (\ap09), lirirdfir) (T7r7ro9), K.v\apdfir}<! (KvX- 
A.a/309), /leaafiov (/u.eo-09), oto,/3os=oto/3o<;, k6tto./3os («o'tto9). 

Similarly /* before a suffix in /3 has etymological justification in

The preceding discussion covers only those words of the following 
lists which appear to contain ^-suffixes or to have been instrumental 
in the growth of such. Some comments on variation in declension, 
and on interchange with other labial stems, will be made later, in 
connection with further lists of words with labial terminations.

While I have rejected some obviously foreign proper names, and other words which 
are merely transcriptions of Latin forms, as well as a few oriental terms like ndfiot 
and dprd/Si;, there has been no attempt to exclude rigidly all borrowed words, and I 
have preferred to err on the side of inclusion. 

Several forms which are the equivalents of others in the list, not only those show- 
ing the normal dialectic variations, as a for Attic r/, etc., but also mere graphic 
variants indicative of careless or late pronunciation, as omission of nasals before con- 
sonants, confusion between o and o>, etc., have nevertheless been listed separately, in 
the belief that this practice would not be misunderstood as implying actually different 
words, and might prove to be of some convenience. Opinions will doubtless differ as 
to how far it is worth while to go in this direction. 

Compounds are entered in their regular position according to the reverse alpha- 
betical order which is followed throughout. Sometimes this does not conflict with the 
grouping together of all compounds of the same final member, but often it involves 
their partial separation. Even then, however, as much grouping as is practicable is 
secured by indention, so that it is not difficult to survey the interrupted parts of the 
same series of compounds.
